DETAILED ACTION 

1. The location of your application in the PTO has changed. To 
aid in correlating any papers for this application, all further 
correspondence regarding this application should be directed to 
Dr. Gerald Ewoldt, Art Unit 1644, Technology Center 1600. 

2. The request filed on 5/16/01 for a Continued Prosecution 
Application (CPA)- under 37 CFR 1.53(d) based on parent 
Application No. 08/779,457 should properly be filed as a 
Divisional Application under 37 CFR 1.53(d) if the claims are 
drawn to a different invention than were the claims in the parent 
application. However, the request for a CPA has been accepted. 

A restriction follows. 

3. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required 
under 35 U.S.C. § 121: 

I. Claims 1-12 and 22-29, drawn to a method of identifying 
an antibody, classified in Class 424, subclass 130.1. 

II. Claims 30-33, drawn to a method of preparing an antibody 
composition, classified in Class 424, subclasses 130.1 and 
184. 1+. 

4. Inventions I and II are different methods requiring 
different steps, and having different endpoints. Even though the 
two groups share some common steps, a method of preparing a 
composition comprises significantly different subject matter than 
does a method of identifying an antibody. 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of 
their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

6. Applicant is advised that the response to this requirement 
to be complete must include an election of the invention to be 
examined even though the requirement be traversed.
